Board Founder Had 
Been Ill for 3 Weeks. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 16.—() 
Dr. Clarence True Wilson, 66, in- 
ternationally known prohibition- 
ist and Methodist church temper- 
ance board founder, died today in 
Good Samaritan hospital. He had 
been ill for three weeks of uremic 
poisoning, complicated by a heart 
attack. 

Shortly after he entered Good 
Samaritan hospital a month ago, 
his physicians said his strong re- 
cuperative powers might result in 
complete recovery. He suffered a 
heart attack, however, and hov- 
ered near death for days. 


Doctors were amazed at his 
strength considering that he suf- 
fered a stroke several years ago 
and went into virtual retirement 
at his home near Gresham, Ore. 

Dr, Wilson, one of the most 
active fighters in the ranks of pro- 
hibition, was born at Milton, Del., 
April 24, 1872. 

He was the founder and for 25 
years head of the Methodist church 
board of temperance, prohibition 
and public morals. 

Growing up with the gradual 
rise of temperance in the United 
States, he came to take a leading 
part in the bitter liquor debates 
and political clashes of the 1920's 
and early 1930’s, waging his last

He said he was informed that 
while Robert was assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury “his agents 


went over the setate and the 
country so fast telling people that 


if you want to get money from 
Washington you will have to go 
through Robert & Company, and 
the scandal become so rotten, so 
filthy and so contemptible that the 
G-man sent agents to investigate.” 

“I have been informed that 
every county and municipality had 
been told that they had to go 
through Robert & Company to get 
money out of Washington,” Allen 
shouted. “But the reverse is true 
now and Robert & Company is 
still traveling under that false rep- 
resentation.” 


Robert then “publicly resigned” 
to avoid further reprecussions, Al- 
len contended.

Although the suit was based on

resentative of Robert said it prob- 
ably would be revised to include 
fresh accusations made in another 
speech by Allen on the house floor 
today. 

George and John Westmoreland, 
of Atlanta, filed the action in Rob- 
ert’s behalf. 

Robert Statement. 

When the suit was filed here, 
Robert released in Atlanta a 
statement which said: 

“T have today filed suit in Mr. 
Allén’s home county of Dougherty 
for $50,000 damages for slander. 
Mr. Allen undoubtedly will try to 
evade the trial of this suit on its 
merits by hiding behind his legis- 
lative immunity, unfortunately, 
regardless of what he now may 
say. 

“However, I wish to give him 
the fullest opportunity to make 
good, if he can, any vestige of 
truth in the false and outrageous 
charges he has made. Or, when he 
evades the responsibility to do so 
by taking refuge behind his im- 
munity, let him by that action 
show the people of Georgia how 
little value may be placed in his 
statements.” 

Robert’s suit sets out these spe- 


cific statements which he termed 
slanderous:

Sift corn meal, salt and sugar. Scald with boiling water. Allow to cool. Grease 
a dish with melted lard, adding remainder to mixture. Add sufficient milk 
to make a thin custard-like consistency. Add eggs and baking powder to the cool 
mixture Bake in a moderate oven for three-quarters of an hour. This is an ex- 
cellent recipe. 

“We have, for some days, been hiding an escaped Canfederate prisoner. He 
came to us worn out and with a bad leg wound. The slaves have been restless all 
day. One can hear the dreary spirituals from the slave quarters... ‘Tallest trees 
grow in Par-a-dise ...’ no doubt true, but depressing. Some Union soldiers came 
to search for the prisoner. One of the negroes must have informed. I kept the 
men in conversation, while my oldest son, who is a bright boy for his age, got the 
man away, by the back door, and into the swamp, where he will at least have a 
chance of escape.’

Exemption Acts Offered | 


Two bills to strengthen the in- 
tangibles tax law were intro- 
duced in the house of representa- 
tives by Representatives Key, of 
Jasper, and others yesterday. 


One would clarify the act to 
place definitely in the class of tax- 
able intangibles domesticated cor- 
porations, The other would pro- 
vide for collection of intangible 
taxes by the State Revenue Com- 
mission instead of counties, with 
the state turning back to the coun- 
ties their share of the funds. 

The latter also provides pay- 
ments may be made in three in- 
stalments and that the revenue 
commission may call on county tax 
receivers for a report on any in- 
dividual’s intangibles holdings.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(?) 


President Roosevelt sent to con- 
gress today reports from the Na- 
tional Resources Committee sug- 
gesting long-range programs for 
abatement of stream pollution and 
conservation of energy resources 
—coal, oil, gas and water power. 

In messages accompanying the 
reports, Mr. Roosevelt made it 
clear that he thought it was high 
time that broad national policies 
in these fields were developed. 

“Our energy resources are not 
inexhaustible, yet we are permit- 
ting waste in their use and pro- 
duction,” he said. “In some in- 
stances, to achieve apparent econ- 
omies today, future generations 
will be forced to carry the burden 
of unnecessary high costs and to 
substitute inferior fuels for partic- 
ular purposes.”

overdue for the federal govern-| 
ment to take vigorous leadership |

The committee estimated that it

Major provisions of the budget 
bill, approved by Hendrix and 
Marion Smith, counsel for the 
Clearing House Association, fol- 
low:

(This will avoid in- 
creases made in past budgets after 
its adoption unless revenues jus- 
tify such additions.) 

2. Final adoption of the budget 
at the regular March session of 
the commission at which time the 
tax rate for the current year will 
be made, thus changing the time 
of setting the tax rate from Sep- 
tember to March. The budget will 
be published within a week after 
its final adoption. 

3. Only revenues from normal 
sources will be considered in fram- 
ing the budget, and incomes from 
real estate sales or buildings will 


not be included. Proceeds from 


the latter may be applied to pur- 
chasing of other real estate, new 


by | construction, or. against outstand- 


ing indebtedness. Only 99 per 
cent of previous year’s actual rev- 
enues may be budgeted in any one 
year. 

4. Gradual liquidation of all 
deficits, the manner not prescrib- 
ed, but left to the delegation to 
determine. 

5. If a deficit is incurred by the 
county after adoption of the 
budget law, commissioners them- 
selves are held personally liable 
and can be forced to make resti- 
tution to the county. 

6. Expenditures of the public 
works department shall not ex- 
ceed 35 per cent of the county 
income, and purchase of all mate- 
rials in excess of $5,000 shall be 
published by posting at the court+ 
house at least two weeks before 
the purchase is made.

' "Ohio Senator and New 
York Attorney Rose 
Rapidly During Year, 
Gallup Survey Shows.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—As the 
resurgent Republican party heads 
toward the 1940 campaign, spur- 
red on by last Monday’s Lincoln 
Day rally, Thomas E. Dewey, of 
New York; Senator Arthur Van- 
denberg, of Michigan, and Sena- 


~ tor Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, appear | 


to be the most popular choices for 
President at this time among the 
rank and file of Republican voters. 


A new survey by the American | 


Institute conducted only among 
Republicans shows Dewey leading 
the field with 27 per cent of the 


vote cast by those Republicans | 
who have a definite choice at this | 
time. Senator Vandenberg runs. 
second and Senator Taft third. | 
Next in order are Alfred Landon, | 
Senator Borah, Herbert Hoover. 


and Fiorello LaGuardia. 
No selected list of eandidates 


was presented to voters, so the re-_ 
plies were entirely spontaneous, A | 
cross-section of Republican voters | 


_was asked: “Who would you like 
to see as the Republican candidate 


for President in 1940?” The sev- | 
en leading choices with the per- | 


centage vote for each were:

While Dewey is an early popu- 


lar favorite in the G. O. P. race, 
that racews by no means an open- 
and-shut affair. Approximately 
one-half of the Republicans inter- 
viewed in the survey said they had 
no definite choice at this time. 
Within the last 10 months the 
Institute has made three separate 
tests of Republican sentiment on 
1940. One important trend has 
been the rapid rise in popularity 
of Dewey and Taft. Last May 


neither of these two young Re- | 


publicans received enough votes in 
an Institute survey to place them 


among the leading choices. But by | 
last November Dewey, although | 


unsuccessful in his campaign for 


governor of New York, was in| 
first place, and Taft, ‘who was | 
elected senator, was in third place | 


—positions which they continue to 
hold today. 

Dewey's prestige among party 
voters has continued with but 
slight change since fhe November 
election. The Dewey figure of 2 
per cent today compares with 33 


per cent in the Institute’s survey 
of November 27, 1938. Senator | 
Vandenberg, who was the No. 1 | 
favorite in surveys last year, has | 
lost ground to Dewey. |

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SHACKLED CITIES 

Whenever the elected officials of a munic- 
ipality in Georgia, or the people themselves, 
desire to make a loan, or do anything, which 
they previously have not been granted special 
permission to do, they must first secure favor- 
able action by the state legislature. 

It makes no‘difference that the matter re- 
- lates solely to the people of the town or that the 
effects of it will not extend beyond its corporate 
limits, the state constitution must be amended 
before anything legally can be done about it. To 
amend the constitution in such cases, a two- 
thirds vote of the legislature, composed of in- 
dividuals who are not, as a rule, even remotely 
interested in the matter at hand, is first requir- 
ed. Then, it must be given approval in the next 
general election. This calls for a vote by the 
entire population of the state, who are even less 
concerned with it. 

It also not infrequently happens that the 
members of the legislature, as well as the peo- 
ple at large, act upon matters directly concern- 
ing a municipality which the people of that cor- 
porate entity, themselves, have not been privi- 
leged to vote upon. 

The people of the towns and cities of Geor- 
gia are beginning to feel resentful against this 
continued denial of the privilege of conducting 
their own local affairs, It is high time the 
members of the general assembly: took notice 
of it. 

In a comprehensive exposition of the whole 
outmoded system of shackled cities, which ap- 
peared recently as a series of articles in The 
Constitution, William H. Smith, well-known At- 
lanta lawyer, pointed out the path followed by 
other states. It seems not inapropos to suggest 
that every legislator, every senator, should make 
it his duty to familarize himself with its bad ef- 
fects and, together, work out a remedy, if the 
state of Georgia is not forever to remain as one 
of the nation’s governmental crazy quilts. 


UNITED FOR DEFENSE 

The vote of the house, at Washington, on 
the $376,000,000 army expansion bill demon- 
strates that, however this nation may divide 
on matters of purely domestic policy, when the 
question of defense against possible foreign foes 
arises it is practically a unit in its determina- 
tion. The house was 367 for the measure, with 
only 15 voting against it. 

This marks the first time at this session of 
congress when a presidentially approved pro- 
gram has met with such almost unanimous ap- 
proval. On strictly American questions such as 
relief, taxation, industrial regulation, etc., the 
house has frequently been at variance with the 
administration. On national defense, both ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches are united. lt 
becomes a happy augury for the elemination of 
differences and for United Americanism should 
it ever become necessary to face a would-be for- 
eign invader of these shores. 

The program provided in the measure is one 
of undeniable reasonableness and intelligence. 
The principal item is to increase the army’s 
first line fighting plane strength to 5,500 within 
two years. It also provides, for larger army 
personnel and strengthened armament to make 
the Panama Canal impregnable. 

It provides for the training of 20,000 new 
civilian pilots a@ year, as a manpower reservoir 
for fighting planes should occasion arise. It 
provides other important additions to the de- 
fense structure of the nation. 

Every American hopes, with all his heart, 
that these instruments of war, this trained 
man power, will never be called upon to en- 
ter modern battle. But all Americans realize 
that the greatest. guarantee against attack, is 
ability for defense, an ability known and re- 
spected by all possible foes.

BASICALLY UNFAIR 

Arguments of opponents of change in the 
railroad freight rate structure of the southeast 
are, some of them, based upon understandable 
grounds. Yet there is one striking element in 
them all. None deny that, basically, the costs 
of shipping southern products to market aver- 
age higher than the cost of shipping the same 
products to the same market from mamnufactur- 
ers in New England and the east. This is so, in 
respect to many commodities, despite the fact 
that the length of haul from the south is, in 


- Many cases, shorter than from the east. 


With -this situation existing it remains 
fundamentally unjust to the southeast te exact 
.@ penalty against it in this important item of 
‘cost. Any economic situation which favors one 
section of the country is unfair and unsound 
and, regardless of difficulties in the way, must 
be eliminated before the entire nation can hope 
for the prosperity and development which is 
possible.. 

.It is possible that a reduction in freight 
rates, necessary to rectify the injustice, will 
bear heavily upon railroads already hard press- 
ed to make financial ends meet. Everyone has 
fullest smypathy for the railroads and realizes 
the vital importance of their solvency to the 
economic safety of the nation. Yet even this 
consideration is not proper reason for penal- 
izing any section of the country. 

While railroads as a whole are far from 
earning, today, a reasonable return on invest- 
ment, yet recent figures show that the profits, 
small though they are, are greater in the south- 
east than for the country as a whole. 

It is futile to argue the plight of the rail- 
roads or to cite exceptional cases or to speak of 
the vast network of varying rates involved. Re- 
gardless of such considerations, the fact re- 
mains that the southeast is handicapped in in- 
dustrial competition with the east and with 
New England. And while this situation pre- 
vails economic justice is forsworn and section- 
al privilege still exerts its strangling hold upon 
the national economy. 


ATLANTA HISTORICAL SOCIETY 

For many years the Atlanta Historical So- 
ciety, originally composed of a comparatively 
few civic minded individuals, has been gather- 
ing records, books, relics, pictures and other his- 
torical material pertaining to Atlanta and vi- 
cinity. The headquarters of the organization 
has been located, temporarily, at a number of 
different places to suit the convenience of the 
members. : 

This was all well and good, at first, but the 
work has become so enlarged and the amount 
of material so important and expansive, that 
permanent and more commodious quarters are 
essential if the work of recording and preserv- 
ing the historical facts pertaining to the At- 
lanta area is to continue. 

It is the hope of the society to acquire the 
old Inman residence at West Peachtree and 
Sixth streets. An architect has been engaged 
to work out plans and to give an estimate of 
the cost of needed improvements. A fund has 
already been started. The initial contribution 
came as a legacy from the late Colonel Jack J. 
Spalding, one of the original group of histori- 
cally minded citizens. 

Up to two years ago, the organization was 
more in the nature of a group of individuals 
who gathered, periodically, for their own en- 
lightenment’ and pleasure, for the purpose of 
contributing to the group such historical ma- 
terial as had been acquired between meetings. 
By that time the work had taken on a broader 
aspect and had increased in general interest to 
such an extent the society was reorganized as a 
permanent public institution. 

The Atlanta Historical Society and those 
responsible for its continuation are entitled to 
a full measure of financial support as well as 
the thanks of the people of the city. It is only 
in this way that the valuable historical material 
already acquired and sought to be acquired in 
the future can be permanently preserved.

WAR RESERVES. 


(From The New Orleans Times-Picayune.) 


The suggestion of six senators headed by 
Senator Miller, of Arkansas, that the War, Navy 
and other departments survey defense needs with 
reference to metal stocks is sound. It is appar- 
ent, however, that the senators underestimate the 
cost of gathering such supplies, for the $25,000,- 
000 they have in mind would be consumed in the 
purchase of only 2,000,000 tons of scrap iron at 
1938 domestic prices. 

It.is the high cost element.that warrants shrewd 
evaluation of actual needs in this respect. When 
such an authority as Emory E. Smith, commis- 
sioner for the World War Industries Board, says 
that the United States could not enter into a 
major war for the lack of a sufficient supply of 
scrap iron, the continued export of that some- 
times despised commodity cannot be lightly 
passed over. The question is bound to arise, 
however, as to whether the industry that has been 
built up to accommodate foreign demands for 
scrap is to be left high and dry, or whether the 
government is prepared to acquire what is left 
of its supplies. : 

Bessemer plants have found a substitute for 
scrap iron used in their own refining processes, 
but whether this could be of any possible aid in 
the manufacture of armor and munitions we 
frankly cannot judge. The metallurgical division 
of the Federal Bureau of Mines also has developed 
a method for the production, from low-grade 
American ores, of metallic manganese, another 
element in the manufacture of steel which is 
vital to defense preparations. Whatever costs less

To Civic Pride. 

While too much credit cannot be 
given to Bobby Jones for his 
achievement, as leader of the 1938 
Community Chest campaign, of 
filling Atlanta’s quota for the first 
time in eight years, it is not a mat- 
ter of civic pride that Atlanta 
should be excelled, in this vital 
undertaking, by Birmingham. The 
comparative records of the two 
cities, brought out at the dinner 
last Monday honoring Bobby 
Jones, should raise something like 
a blush of shame on Atlanta’s col- 
lective cheek.

Wayne C. Taylor Dis- 
agrees With U. S. Sale 
of Craft to France, 
Steps Out as Official. 


WASHINGTON, Feb.: 16.—(#) 
Wayne C. Taylor resigned from a 
high treasury. post today because, 
it was reliably reported, he felt 
the United States should not take 
sides in world rivalries between 
totalitarian powers and other 
countries. 

The fact that the treasury facil- 
itated the recent French purchases 
of American-made warplanes was 
reported to be one of the last 
straws which prompted Taylor to 
quit as assistant secretary of' the 
treasury. 

It was indicated he also ob- 
jected to buying silver from China 
and Loyalist Spain, and to the 
recent Export-Import Bank loan 
of $25,000,000 to China.

Taylor, a former Chicago bro- 
ker, was in charge of most of the 
treasury’s budgetary, * borrowing 
and foreign affairs, and his resig- 
nation left a major gap.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(4)— 
Senator Bankhead, Democrat,

progra mby authorizing issuance 
of $1,000,000,000 worth of govern- 
ment-backed securities during the 
next five years. 

The Alabama senator, author of

“This would not be a direct or 
regular expenditure by the gov- 
ernment,” he said. “Every dollar 
would be secured by farm lands 
which now are at a low value. In 
my opinion, this involves no risk. 

“We supplied $2,000,000,000 
worth of credit for city homeown- 
ers under the home owners’ loan 
program when values were high.” 

Under the present program, a 
corporation directed by the farm 
security administration acquires 
farm lands and then turns them 
over to selected tenants who wish 
to become farm owners. The ten- 
ants are given long periods to pay, 
at low interest rates. 

Senator Bankhead -said_ that 
“only a few thousand of more 
than 2,000,000 farm tenants have 
been cared for by the present 
plan.”

Let’s take a critical view of that‘ 


‘fragile line from the tip of the 


chin to the dimple in the throat

Why does this happen? Because 
the muscles which form seven- 
eighths of the throat column do 
not get the requirel ‘oning and 
the muscle tissue sagz, dragging 
the skin down with it. 

Dieting does not do a thing for 
your throat. Unless you thin girls 
gained a great deal of weight, you 
wouldn’t be likely to round out 
the throat contours—and even 
then you would run a risk of get- 
ting a double chin. But when the 
overweights begin reducing, al- 
most the first place to show the 
loss is the throat, which takes on 
a crepey appearance, 

The way to avoid all this is 
through exercise. You must build 
up the muscle tissue so that the 
throat column is firm and round- 
ed, and the line will be clearly 
defined and lovely. You can keep 
it so with a little daily exercise 
and lovely head posture. 

The most positive proof that 
the throatline can be kept young 
indefinitely was given by a mid- 
dle-aged acrobat. It was part of 
her thrilling appearance to be 
sus ended at the top of the big 
tent, an iron bit grasped in her 
teeth. Her life depended for a 
few minutes every day on the 
muscles of the jaw and neck—and 
her throatline was breath-taking- 
ly beautiful and as young as any 
girl’s in her twenties.

Every 
night and morning when you 
brush your teeth, do an exercise 
or two. Just tense the muscles

Here is a good 
one, primarily for the waist, but 
with an extra thought for the 
throat: Stand in god posture 
with the arms stretched high 
overhead. Keep one arm where it 
is, but slowly work the other 
higher, stretching up clear from 
the hips.

a special individual who gives his attention solely to the interview- 
ing of physically handicapped people. He has to make every effort 
to interview employers and practically sell the handicapped indi- 
viduals before he says anything about their handicap. Usually he 
finds they can hold the jobs satisfactorily if they are once en- 
gaged, and kept for a long enough period, so that the mere fact of 


a visible handicap does not react against them. 


It is true that in 


some cases a person has to be in evidence a great deal and the 


handicap is disfiguring.
